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be available by law to a party other
than an agency in litigation with the
Board.

(f) Personnel, medical, or similar
files that disclosing would constitute a
clearly unwarranted invasion of per-
sonal privacy.

(g) Records or information compiled
for law enforcement purposes, but only
to the extent that the production of
such law enforcement records of infor-
mation:

(1) Could reasonably be expected to
interfere with enforcement pro-
ceedings;

(2) Would deprive a person of a right
to a fair trial or an impartial adjudica-
tion;

(3) Could reasonably be expected to
constitute an unwarranted invasion of
personal privacy;

(4) Could reasonably be expected to
disclose the identity of any confiden-
tial source, including a state, local, or
foreign agency or authority, or any pri-
vate institution which furnished infor-
mation on a confidential basis, and in
the case of a record or information
compiled by a criminal law enforce-
ment agency in the course of a crimi-
nal investigation or by an agency con-
ducting a lawful security intelligence
investigation, information furnished by
a confidential source;

(6) Would disclose techniques and
procedures for law enforcement inves-
tigations or prosecutions, or would dis-
close guidelines for law enforcement
investigations or prosecutions if such
disclosure could reasonably be ex-
pected to risk circumvention of the
law; or

(6) Could reasonably be expected to
endanger the life or physical safety of
any individual.

(h) Contained in or related to exam-
ination, operating, or condition re-
ports, prepared by, on behalf of, or for
the use of an agency responsible for the
regulation or supervision of financial
institutions.

(i) Geological and geophysical infor-
mation and data, including maps, con-
cerning wells.

§201.5 Requests for Board records.

(a) To request Board records, you
may:

§201.5

(1) Write: FOIA Officer, Recovery Ac-
countability and Transparency Board,
1717 Pennsylvania Avenue, NW., Suite
700, Washington, DC 20006;

(2) Send a request via e-mail at
FOIA@ratb.gov; or

(3) Fax: (202) 254-7970.

(b) When requesting records under
this section you must state, in writing:

(1) Your full name,

(2) Address,

(3) Telephone number, and

(4) At your option, electronic mail
address.

(c) When making a request for
records about a person, Privacy Act
regulations also may apply. Please
check the regulations for additional re-
quirements before submitting a re-
quest. When making a request for
records about someone other than
yourself, you must include either:

(1) Written authorization signed by
the person permitting you to see the
records; or

(2) Proof that the individual is de-
ceased (e.g., a death certificate or obit-
uary).

(d) A request will be considered re-
ceived for purposes of §201.7 on the date
that it is received by the Board’s FOIA
office. For prompt handling, write
“Freedom of Information Act Request”
on the letter and envelope or in the
subject line of the e-mail request or
fax.

(e) Each request must clearly de-
scribe the desired records in sufficient
detail to enable Board personnel to lo-
cate them with reasonable effort. Re-
sponse to requests may be delayed if
the records are not clearly described.

(f) Whenever ©possible, requests
should include specific information
about each record sought, such as date,
title or name, author, recipient, and
subject.

(g) If the FOIA Officer determines
that the request does not clearly de-
scribe the records sought, he or she
will either advise you of the additional
information needed to 1locate the
record or otherwise state why the re-
quest is insufficient. You will then be
given the opportunity to provide addi-
tional information or to modify your
request.

(h) Submitting a FOIA request shall
be considered a commitment by the re-
questor to pay applicable fees required
under §201.8 unless the requestor seeks
a waiver of fees. When making a re-
quest, you may specify a willingness to
pay fees up to a specific amount.

(i) The FOIA does not require the
Board to:

(1) Compile or create records solely
for the purpose of satisfying a request
for records.

(2) Provide records not yet in exist-
ence, even if such records may be ex-
pected to come into existence at some
time in the future.

(3) Restore records destroyed or oth-
erwise disposed of, except that the
FOIA Officer must notify the requestor
that the records have been destroyed or
otherwise disposed of.

§201.6 Responsibility, form, and con-
tent of responses.

The Board’s Executive Director or
his/her designated FOIA Officer is au-
thorized to grant or deny any request
for a record and determine appropriate
fees. When determining which records
are responsive to a request, the Board
will include only records in its posses-
sion as of the date of the request.

(a) If no records are responsive to the
request, the FOIA Officer will notify
the requestor in writing.

(b) When the FOIA Officer denies a
request in whole or in part, he/she will
notify the requestor in writing. The re-
sponse will be signed by the FOIA Offi-
cer and will include:

(1) The name and title or position of
the person making the denial;

(2) A brief statement of the reasons
for the denial, including the FOIA ex-
emption(s) that the FOIA Officer has
relied on in denying the request; and

(3) A statement that the denial may
be appealed under §201.14 and a descrip-
tion of the requirements of that sec-
tion.

(c) Referrals. When a request for a
record not created by the Board is re-
ceived, the Board shall refer the re-
questor to the issuing agency in writ-
ing, providing the address of the agen-
cy contact and the section(s) referred.

(d) Timing of responses to requests sent
to other agencies. The Board shall pro-
vide, within the FOIA deadline, re-
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sponses only to those parts of the re-
quest not referred.

(e) Agreements on referrals. The Board
may make agreements with other
agencies to eliminate the need for re-
ferrals for particular types of records.

§201.7 Timing of responses to re-

quests.

(a) General. The Board shall normally
respond to requests in the order of
their receipt.

(b) Acknowledgement of requests. On
receipt of a request, the Board shall
send an acknowledgement letter or an
e-mail confirming the requestor’s
agreement to pay fees under §201.8 and
providing a request number for future
reference.

(c) Time limits for responding to FOIA
requests. The Board shall make an ini-
tial determination to grant or deny a
request for records within 20 days (ex-
cluding Saturday, Sunday and holi-
days) after the date of receipt of the re-
quest, as described in §201.5(d), except
as stated in paragraph (f) of this sec-
tion. Once the Board determines
whether it can grant a request entirely
or in part, it shall notify the requestor
in writing. The Board shall advise the
requestor of any fees to be charged
under §201.8 and shall disclose records
promptly on payment of the fees.
Records disclosed in part shall be
marked or annotated to show the
amount of information deleted unless
doing so would harm an interest pro-
tected by an applicable exemption. The
location of the information deleted
also shall be indicated on the record
when technically feasible.

(d) Unusual circumstances. (1) If the
statutory time limits for processing a
request cannot be met because of “un-
usual circumstances” as defined in the
FOIA (5 U.S.C. 552(6)(B)(iii)), the Board
shall promptly notify the requestor in
writing, explaining the circumstances
and giving the date by which the re-
quest can be completed or if the Board
cannot complete the request. If the ex-
tension is for more than 10 working
days, the Board shall provide the re-
questor with an opportunity to:

(i) Modify the request so that it can
be processed within the time limit; or

(ii) Arrange an alternative time pe-
riod for processing the original request.
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
